Lamet of Lampang was originally spoken in Takluh village north of 
Namtha in Laos. 

A closely related variety called Lua' is spoken in Ban Pang Chok 
(Ban Lua), Wiang Pa Pao District, southern Chiang Rai Province, 
Thailand.^ 
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
